T hreats o f an Italian D elegation E a R oute 
for W ashington. 


N ew 
O r l e a n s,

IT.—IV. S. 
Parkerson, who led the crowd against 
the jail, said he only performed a pain­ 
ful but necessary duty last Saturday. 
Ile denies that there was any race 
prejudice iii 
his 
action, anil 
says 
he 
w as 
the best friend 
tho 
Ital­ 
ians 
had 
Saturday. 
One 
word 
from 
him 
after 
the crowd 
grew 
excited would have led to a massacre 
on a large scale, but he constantly 
urged that only the men proven guilty 
and acquitted be the sole victim s of the 
public vengeance. 
Under the circum­ 
stances he thought it ungrateful for the 
Italians to threaten him. 
The cause of 
this remark w as the reception of the 
follow ing letter by Mr. Parkerson: 
1 ’You a domed man are; 
God Amity can’t 
save you. We have sworn our comrades you 
murdered and we will kill you and your famli; 
you will be pollen; the stileto will do for the 
wrest.” 
The letter bore no signature save a 
sort of seal composed of skull, cross­ 
bones and blood. 
Mayor Shakespeare 
and Mr. W ickliffe have received letters 
of like import. 
Mr. Parkerson w as 
asked if he did not regret his action. 
He re plinth 
‘‘Not a bit. 
This was a great emergency, 
greater than has ever happened in New York, 
Cincinnati or Chicago. While the Mafia con 
fined itself to killing its own members we did 
not resort to violence. 
But Hennessy’s kill­ 
ing struck at the very root of American institu­ 
tions. The intimidation of the4dafia and corrup­ 
tion of our juries are to be met only with strong 
measures. 
Moreover, I recognize no power 
above the people. Under our constitution the 
people are the sovereign authority, and when 
the courts—their agents—fail to carry out the 
law the authority is relegated back to the 
people who gave it. In this case I look upon 
it that we represented the people—not the 
people of the whole United States, perhaps, 
but the people of 
Louisiana. 
This 
is 
a 
thing with which 
the United 
States 
has 
nothing to do. It is a question of state gov 
eminent entirely, since the state controls Us 
own municipalities. 
I apprehend no trouble 
unless from federal authorities. 
It Is urg* d 
that these men were the subjects of foreign 
potentates, but I understood that they were 
just dumped here and that their own govern­ 
ments were glad enough to get rid of them.’ 
The 
Italian consul, 
Sig. 
Pasquale 
Corte, does not at all agree w ith Parker­ 
son as to the commendable necessity of 
his action. 
The consul said: 
“I don’t wish to fasten the blame on anybody. 
Mr. Parkerson is a young man of good family 
and high character, and in doing what he did 
he probably thought be was right. But I do 
say that grave responsibility rests with the 
governor, the mayor and the sheriff. Only five 
of the men not killed and two of those killed were 
unnaturalized Italians. 
All 
the rest were 
naturalized. I demand a change of venue for 
the trial of the others to a part of the country 
where no prejudice exists. I demand also, in 
the meantime, that, they be kept in a safe 
place.” 
Mayor Shakespeare, whom the Ital­ 
ian consul as well as the country at 
large is disposed toehold responsible 
for the violation of 
m unicipal law, 
makes no bones about his own feeling 
in the m atter. 
He is an im pulsive, ir 
rascible man, middle aged, of the Sir 
Anthony Absolute type, w ith a genius 
for autocracy, lie declares bluntly that 
Parkerson and his associates did just 
right. 
Ile said: 
“I was at my office in g iod time on Saturday 
I was down at 11:3J; 12 is my usual time. I 
didn't know anything at all about the move­ 
ment to break into the prison on Friday hight, 
and I was not at the meeting. In fact, I was 
dining then with Gov. Nicholls and Maj.-Gen. 
Glynn. The next morning when I saw the call 
of course I knew something was going to hap 
pen.” 
‘‘Where were you during the riot!” 
‘‘Attending to my private business.” 
“Did you take any measure to prevent the 
tragedy!" 
“No.” 
“Don’t you regret it!” 
“No, sir,” cried the mayor, belligerently; “I 
am an American citizen aud I am not afraid of 
the devil. These men deserved hanging. We 
expected disagreement and had made arrange 
ments for retrial. When I heard of the ver 
dict I was frozen to my seat." 
“Couldn’t you have punished them by lawful 
means!” 
“They were punished by lawful means. The 
men who did it were all peaceable and law­ 
abiding. The Italians had taken the law into 
their own hands, aud we had to do the same. 
It was what they did in Italy. The Mafia got 
too strong for them, and what happened! The 
sovereign took hold of it—the king. Here the 
sovereign also took hold of it—the people.’ 
The report having been circulated 
that Consul Corte had been heard to 
express his approval of the actions of 
the citizens on Saturday so far as 
some of the slain were concerned, he 
w as questioned 
about 
it, 
and re 
plied 
that 
he 
had 
said 
that 
he hoped justice 
would 
be 
meted 
out to the murderers of Ilennessy. 
Ile 
was positive that some of the slain 
were innocent, but as to the others he 
would not express himself. 
The Ital 
ian subjects who were slain were Mo­ 
n astery, Marchesa Trahina and Comi- 
tez, but he thought the last named had 
taken out naturalization papers. 
Dur­ 
ing last December Consul Corte received 
a letter from the Mafia in which they 
threatened him with Hire consequences 
if he did not work in their interests and 
for the release of the accused. 
It also 
repudiated the king of Italy and was 
replete with utterances of a very dis­ 
respectful nature. 
It was signed by 
some fictitious name. 
A clerk in the office of the registrar 
of voters said that on Saturday evening 
he had examined the registration books 
for the purpose of ascertaining the al­ 
legiance. of the men executed by the 
people that day, and that he found that 
every one of them was a registered 
voter of the city of New Orleans. 
This 
face on the international 


chief of police says very truly that he 
cannot arrest the whole community. 
Alter escaping lynching on Saturday, 
Joseph Drovenzano, whom the Mafia 
have wanted to get out »of the way for 
some time, -makes public a confession 
made to him by J im Caruso, killed by 
the mob of Saturday. 
Caruso w as in­ 
itiated to the Mafia by Matranga, who 
w as acquitted by the jury and released 
from prison. 
Caruso said he only at­ 
tended one m eeting*that he w ent in, and 
M ati anga held up a skull in his left 
hand and a dirk in his rig h t 
Ile w as 
then sworn with uplifted hands to abide 
the decision of the order. 
Ile said he 
was informed after taking the obliga­ 
tion that the ob ject was to kill those 
who were 
against tile 
Mafia gang. 
The way it was done w as to select the 
victim and invite him to a dinner and 
afterwards do him up. 
Caruso said 
afterwards that he did not like to com­ 
mit murder, but was w illing to rot!?so 
he w ent to the Italian church and swore 
before the altar that he would have 
nothing more to do with the Mafia.

THREE DAYS IM A YACHT. 


A B un A long th© Golf Coast w ith S h a ik - 
C At c h in g , B a th in g , H o o tin g a n d E x­ 
ploring to Pan-8 A w ay th o T im e— 
N ight on th e Golf of Mexico. 


“ I arose at daylight Wednesday,” 
writes F . J . Bailey from Cleveland, 
Florida, “ and before breakfast had 
bagged five ducks. Atter breakfast we 
fixed up a miaow net, and aren bad a 
nioe pail cf bait. Bix fish, whose weight 
aggregated twenty-five pounds, the larg­ 
est cue weighing eight pcunde, rewarded 
im tor three hours’ trolling. The same 
programme wa* repeat d Thursday, ex­ 
cept that the catch weighed bn’ fifteen 
pounds. la the afternoon we amused 
ourselves by playing t\DDip, and the 
evening with cards and music. 
“ Friday we started en our cruise 
down the coast, sod on this trip I came, 
aa I have already told, the nearest to 
loJing my life of any time that I know of 
We sailed the first sixteen miles of the 
first day with favorable winds. Then 
the breeze shifted to a side wind, and we 
talked until dark, and finally anchored 
for the night. We slept ion the ffoor o 
the cabin, rocked to elet-p by the waves. 
Next 
day 
we 
anchored 
in a 
anug harbor en the lee side cf De 
Costa island, made a camp fire en shore 
and got up a first cb ss breakfast. We 
spent the day 'seeing the island.’ It is 
ten miles long and from one to two miles 
wide and bas about eleven inhabitants. 
The island is beautiful beyond compar­ 
ison, clothed in tropical verdure and I will 
not try to describe i*. We picked cocoa­ 
nuts among the trees, found paw paws, 
mangoes, 'coon plums’ aud many other 
fruits. 
"We then headed down the island for 
the Gulf sud as we came upon the beaoh 
a beautiful sight burst upon us. A 
beach two hundred feet wide aud stretch­ 
ing on either side ss far aa the eye could 
reach, a heavy surf rushing up and run­ 
ning back, throwing thousands of beau­ 
tiful sheila upon the sand. Here we went 
in bathing. Bach bathing I had never had 
before end never expect to have again 
The water aud air were just the same 
temperature. 
Our bath 
over 
we 
walked up the sands for 
a 
mile 
or two and looking toward the gulf we 
oouldBee countless numbers of albatro’s^ 
frigate birds, pelicans, ojrmormt3, aal 
many other varieties cf aq ratio birds 
Sharks by the twos and threes were 
patrolling shores right outside of the 


Barf. They can be plainly seen aa they 
abow their dorsal far aaova the water. 
One big specimen ventured in toward 
shore, and we Gave him the contents of 
our rifles, and the ptucges that be made 
brought back to memory vividly, the 
whirlpool at Niagara. 
“ After walking down the coast several 
miles we^struck inland and came beck in 
about the oenter of the {island; keeping 
a sharp lookout for deer, but it bang a 
hot day they laid very close aud we did 
not see any. We boarded our vessel again 
had alate dinner and trolled with my 
spoon book, landing a ‘globe fish.’ He 
was a repulsive looking ficb, and when 
we took bim out of the water, ic ll ated 
himself like a balloen until his skin 
was as smooth and bard as the bead of a 
drum. 
‘•We arrived at James City on Pine Is ­ 
land at 8 o’clock Sunday evening. Mon­ 
day morning we 'sailed to Punta Boses, 
find from there 
up the Caatahoochi 
river within ten miles of Fort Myers. 
The wind waa dead against us, and we 
anchored no let the Lead of Bodfish 
Point, aud put in the af ;ernoon and night 
there. The main incidents of that stop 
were: Caught a saw Ash: killed a deer; 
speared astiugareo and killed several 
duoks. 
“ The next morning we travelled up to 
Fort Myers. After a brief stay we de­ 
cided to return, and spent the night at 
Bed Fish 
Point 
egain. Wednesday 
morning we drove baok to Porta Bossa, 
then a seven mile run across Santa Car­ 
los bay to the south end of the Banibal 
islands. Here we caught a tao hundred 
pound shark, and decided to return 
home.”
